before Arkansans again find them- 
selves out of step. 
The law of this state, enacted in 


1943 fixes the date for 
the 
last 
Thursday of the month. 


It so happened that in 1944 and 
again this year 
November 
had 


five instead of four Thursdays. 


A glance at the calendar shows 
that the first Thursday of Novem- 
ber 1945, was the first day of the 
month. 


Considering that the first day of 
the month moves forward annual- 
ly you can amuse yourself today, 
while other states are dining on 
holiday fare, by trying to 
figure 
out how long it will be until the 
next time there are 
five 
Thurs- 
days. 


Arkansans will recall 
that 
the 
Thanksgiving day 
mixup 
started 
back in 1939 when the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt moved the date up 
one week. 
\ Prior to then — and 
from 
the 
time of President Lincoln, who pro 
claimed the first holiday — the date 
was always 
the fourth 
or last 
Thursday. 


The nation as a whole didn't take 
to Mr. Roosevelt's idea and for the 
years 1939, 1940 and 1941 the na 
tional 
observance 
was 
divided, 
some turkeys 
gaining an extrt 
week of life. 


Congress finally look cognizance 


of the confusion by adoption of ; 
House 
resolution 
in 
December 


1941, 
stating that the fourth Thurs- 
day in November each year would 
be set aside- as Thanksgiving daj 
and President 'Roosevelt approvec 
this document. 


The Arkansas legislature, with 
out fanfare, disagreed. It held to 
the contention that the last Thurs 
day, whether it happened'to be the 
fourth or the fifth, was the tradi- 
tional date. 


And that's the way it is in this 
state. 


The legislative mandate was set 
aside in a simple bill which group- 
ed all'holidays that-were to be con- 
sidered legal ones and all others 
that were to be 
only 
memorial 
days.

Few things are more remark- 
able in the recenl history of re- 
ligion ' and the churches than the

Suspected 
Nazi Spy May 
Be Deported 


Washington, Nov. 22 — (/TV—Sgt. 
Frederick Emil Bauer, who has 
been held at Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison, Ind., since early September 
as a suspected Nazi spy, today 
faced possible deportation to his 
native Germany. 


The War Department, after 
a 
six-month investigation of Bauer's 
background, announced last night 
that it had recommended doporla- 
'.ion to the Justice Department. 
The 
announcement 
said 
that 
Bauer, who enlisted in the 
U. S. 
Army in May of 1942, admitted ho 
came to this country via Spain to 
enter the armed forces and act as 
a spy for the Nazis. 


"Careful investigation shows thai 


no specific acls of espionage were 
commiltcd," the War Department 
said. Action for fraclulent 
enlist- 
ment or illegal entry is barred by 
the statute of limitations." 
He was quoted as telling army 


officials that he had been induct- 
ed into the German Army after the 
tall of France. 


Bauer's case was brought to pub- 


,ic attention when his wife charged 
10 was being held because he re- 
fused to give up some pictures of 
nudes which he took at 'a party 
assertcdly atlcndecl by some for- 
eign officials. 


The War Department said Bauer 
came under suspicion this spring 
when a German spy captured in 
France said he helped Bauer gel 
Into this country. 


Bauer arrived in New York Aug 


24, 1941, enlisted the following May 
and was first assigned to 
Fort 
Knox, Ky.

Jap Typhoons 
Teach Navy 
Sharp Lesson

Washington — The Navy learned 
literally to come In oul of the rain 
for air atlacks on Ihe Japanese. It 
learned also thai it was wise to 
sidestep typhoons. 


Weather was as 
important as 
any phase of fighting in the Paci- 
fic. That is why it has been decid- 
ed — although no formal announce- 
ment has been made,— to establish 
special meteorological air patrols 
fom Pacific bases. , 
' -Two , squadrons-'of> -Jong -range 
planes are being formed and equip- 
ped on the West Coast. They prob- 
ably will be broken up into groups 
so that a number of strategic lo- 
cations can be staffed. Among pos- 
sible base 
sites 
are 
Eniwetok, 


Guam, Iwo Jima, Peleliu, Okina- 
wa, Samar and Manila. 
The air crews will be equipped 


with the besl Ihe Navy can sup- 
ply in Ihe way of equipment Their 
planes for Ihe presenl al leasl will 
be Consolidaled-Vullee PB4Y2 Pri- 
valeers. 


The Japanese used bad weather 
to screen their approach to Ha- 
waii. They had a big advantage 
because they were on the approach 
side of weather movement. 


Our first use of weather cover 
was a slrike at the Marhsall and 
Gilbert islands in February, 1942. 
The American ships approached 
through an overcast, broke into the 
open for a sharp blow, then ducked 
back while enemy planes searched 
vainly. 


Two months later 
the 
carrier 
Hornet, steaming through storms, 
carried Lt. Gen. Jimmy 
Doolil- 
lle's raiders lo a launching point 
for their attack on Tokyo. 


The Japanese used storms lo 
slip up on Midway Island, bul Ihe 
Midway altempt flopped 
because 
the weather front disintegralod. 
We lOsl Ihe carrier Lexington 
because the J'apancse were able to 
launch 
planes 
from 
a 
storm- 


protccted area while our force sail- 
ed under clear skies. 


Weather wns a factor in every im- 
portant operation. Special 
units 
were assigned lo forecasting the 
stale of Ihe sea and the swells 
which might be expected for am- 
phibious 
operations. Such dale 
were particularly important to sea- 
planes. 


The Navy's aerology unit com- 
prised fewer than 200 officers and 
men in 1940. When the war ended, 
it had more than 6,500 personnel as- 
signed to 1,400 activities — afloat, 
at island bases and in "weather 
centrals." 


Rockets may be used to obtain 
weather reports 20 to 30 
miles 
above the earth. 


Radar is already an important 
weather device. It is used a pho- 
tograph 
disturbances, 
la track 


balloons sent up through overcasts 
for calculating wind direction and 
velocity, and for sending back re- 
porls from altiludes up 
to 70,000 


feet. Weather work wilh radar is 
continuing.

AP Photographer Has Made 
16 Amphibious Landings on 
Pacific Froijt, Boyle Finds 


Shanghai, Nov. 24 —(/P)— For a 
litlle man, Francis Xavier Filan 
cerlainly gels around. 
Frank is 41 years old, with light, 
boyish eyes and a big mop 
of 
brown hair lhat make him look like 
an energetic woodpecker about to 
foreclose on a worm. He weighs 
135 pounds and is five feet five 
or five feet six inches tall, depend- 
ing on whether he stands,on his 
good leg or on the one he once 
broke. 


Frank is a photographer for the 
Associated Press. In the past three 
years he has made 16 amphibious 
landings in Ihe Pacific. 


You could always spol Frank on 
any baltlefront — he was the wiry, 
bent litlle guy, shouldering ahead 
wilh 200 pounds of luggage, moslly 
cameras. 


If Ihe time ever comes for Frank 
lo quit looking al life Ihrough a 
view-finder, he can hang up 
his 
camera wilh many memories. 
There was lhal nighl back in 1942 


when Ihe news wires carried Ihc 
slory of his death in a plane crash. 
Frank was flying wilh Iwo other 
men in a small plane, taking night 
pictures of bomber training prac- 
tice near Victorville, Calif. For the 
first time in more than 100 flights 
he had buckled on a parachute. 
•"It was the only time I'd ever 
work one and the only time I'd 
ever needed one," said Frankie. 
"We were flying al 4,400 feel 
when Ihe bomber behind was sud- 
denly surged forward and clipped 
Ihe tail of our plane." 


Knocked 
unconscious, 
Frank 
came lo Ihe air. He pulled Ihe rip- 
cord, fainted again and 
hit 
the 
ground like a sack of salt. 
The 
plane from which he had been 
thrown clear crashed and killed Ihe 
remaining occupanls. 
Searchers who found the burn- 
ing wreckage thought Frank was in 
it. His wife was informed that she 
was a widow. 
Seven hours later Frank stum- 
bled out of the night. Despite two 


broken bones in his back, he was 
slill lugging his parachule. Asked 
why he hadn't dropped it where he 
fell, he said, "parachutes are pret- 
ty expensive; I thought they'd want 
it back." 


Then there was lhal beach 
on 
Parry Island, in Ihe Marshalls. 
"I guess nobody remembers lhat 
one," said Frank, "but there never 
was another place like it for Jap 
mines. 
"I was running about 30 feet be- 
hind three marines on the beach 
when one of them stepped on 
a 
mine. It killed two of them, and 
the third dropped to his knees and 
kept, crying over and over, 'My 
buddies, my buddies, they're gone." 
"Then the Japs started throwing 
hand grenades at us." 
There was lhat oilier lime when 
Frank wenl along 
wilh 
several 


thousand marines bent on break- 
ing down the Japanese closed-door 
policy at a place called Tarawa. 
"Our boat was sunk .and I lost 
all my equipment," he said. "We 
were neck-deep in water and in the 
line of fire from three Jap 
ma- 
chine guns ashore. One fellow next 
to me was hit and kept saying, 
"Don't leave me! You won't leave 
me, will you'." " 
Frank dragged him 150 yards to 
the beach. On Ihc way he had lo 
crawl 
Ihrough 
an 
underwater 


barbed-wire barrier, so lhal 
he 
was prelly lired when he reached 
the deadly shore. 
"All I remember," said Frank, 
"was lhat wounded guy. He was 
too weak lo dig himself a hole, so 
I had lo do il for him, but 
the 
tide kept washing us out. I dug 
seven foxholes in two hours that 
morning." 
Three days later, with a bor- 
rowed camera, Frank took a pic- 
ture of dead Japanese on Tarawa 
that won him the Pulitzer Prize. 
Then there was the case of Frank 
and "Flags," the psychopathic par- 
rot, but that one will have lo wail 
for another day.

During the withdrawal of troops 


for ANVIL, one American divis- 
ion, 
the 91st, had arrived to re- 


inforce the Fifth Army. On 
15 
September a 
combat • team 
of 


the Brazilian Expeditionary Force 
moved into the Fifth Army line 
in the Valley of the' Serchio River. 
Before the end of autumn the en- 
tire Brazilian division was in the 
line. -During this same period one 
of the Army's two Negro divi- 
sions, the 02nd, which had reached 
Italy during the late summer and 
fall, was assigned to the IV Corps. 
The advances had brought Gen^ 
eral Alexander's Allied armies up 
against 
the "Gothic Line," an 
elaborate transpeninsular defense 
system which the 
Germans had 
oeen preparing since early in the 
year. Despite the heavy diversion 
of troops to other theaters it was 
decided to launch another gen- 
eral offensive on 10 September for 
the purpose of breaking through 
.he Apennines into the Po Valley. 
While the U. S. Fifth Army as- 
saulted the Gothic Line frontally 
.hrough the mountains, the Brit- 
sh Eighth Army, now commanded 
by Lt. Gen. Sir R. • L. McCreery 
attacked northwest from Rimini. 
This offensive involved our troops 
n some of the bitterest and most 
difficult fighting of the 
Italian 


campaign. The jagged Apennines 
and bad weather seemed almost 
'nsurmountable obstacles. 


After 
three months 
of this 


costly but successful penetration 
of the Gothic Line, the Allied com- 
THind prepared in December 
to 


drive on Bologna, but pressure 
igainst the western flank of the 
•'ifth 
Army and 
diversion of 
Eighth Army 
units to meet the 


jolitical crisis in Greece disrupted 
hese plans. Meanwhile the Ger- 
iians had 
time to 
refit and- 
strengthen their forces and estab- 
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lish a new defensive position, 
days later, after the enemy had 
On 12 December '1944 
Field presumably had time to dispose 
Marshal Alexander replaced Gen. himself to meet the Eighth Army 
Sir Henry_.Maitland 
Wilson as 'attack, the Ii and IV'Corps of the 
Fifth Army threw iheir weigh! 
into the offensive from positions 
in the Apennines south and south 
west 'of Bologna. 
Resistance Collapse's Everywhere 
After a week of heavy fighting 
our troops broke inito the Po' Val- 
ley and entered Bologna from the 
west and south. At the same time, 
Polish forces of the Eighth Army 
entered the city 
from the east. 
The Fifth Army columns beyond 
the city swept up the great high 
way leading'to Piacenza— the an 
cient Via Emilia—and, by-passing 
Modena to the east, drove toward 
the Pp south of Mantua. Pursuing 
the disorganized 
enemy to the 
river, brideheads were 
quickly 
established across the'Po on 23 
April. The Eighth Army met de- 
termined resistance in ;Ferrara, but 
by the 25th had crossed the Po in 
force. On the same day, our forces 
on the Ligurian Coast captured 
La Spezia with its naval base. The 
German armies were virtually de- 
stroyed south of the Po, the bulk 
of their equipment being either 
destroyed or abandoned. 


The final week pf the 
war in 
Italy .brought 
wide 
advances 


throughout northern Italy. Bridg- 
ing many rivers that flow south 
From the the Alps, the Eighth Army 
swept northeast along the Adri- 
atic coastal plain, liberated Padua, 
Venice, and Treviso. While Fifth 
Army 
infantry and 
mountain 
.roops drove into the- foothills of 
the Alps along the Brenner route, 
other armored columns 
and mo- 
.orized infantry raced up the val- 
ley of the Po and by 29 April had 
reached the great city of Milan. 
On every side effective support 
was 
received from the Italian 
patriots. After seizing Geneo, our 
Ligurian 
forces drove 
beyond 


Savona to make contact with the 
French. Advance elements of the 
442nd Japanese-American regiment 
reached Turin,. Resistance col- 
lapsed 
everywhere; 
more than 


160,000 prisoners were taken by 
the Allied armies. By the first of 
May Eighth Army troops advanc- 
ing on Trieste had made contact 
with Yugoslav partisans at Mon- 
falcone. On 2 May -1945 the com- 
mander of the German armies in 
Northern Italy found it impossible 
to 
continue the bloody struggle 
and capitulated. 


The Italian triumph is a striking 
demonstration of the solidarity of 
the United Nations. Fighting under 
the 
Fifteenth Army Group, at 
some time during the Italian cam- 
paign, 
were Americans,. British, 
Canadians, French, New Zealand- 
ers, South Africans, Poles, Indians, 
Brazilians. Italians, Greeks, Mo- 
roccans. Algerians, Arabs, Goums, 
Senegalese, and a brigade of Jew- 
ish, soldiers.

In January the Fifth Army, was 
reinforced by the 10th'U.S. Moun- 
tain Division which gave a fine 
exhibition.-of .battle efficiency on 
its inital employment. During the 
Winter, 
three 
Italian combat 
groups entered 
the line 
of the 
Eighth Army/ These small gains 
were more than offset by a Feb- 
ruary directive from" the Com- 
bined Chiefs of Staff which ord- 
ered the transfer of fiye British 
and 
Canadian divisions to the 
European theater. The; directive 
was later amended to' send three 
to France, 
one to t,he eastern 
Mediterranean, and retain one di- 
vision in Italy for possible use in 
the impending final .battle. This 
movement of more th'an 125,000 
combat troops was accomplished 
in 
complete secrecy"-.'and gave 
Marshal .Montgomery's • ^Northern 
Army Group on the Rhine addi- 
tional power to the surprise of the 
enemy, 


During the fall 
and winter 
months, the Tactical and Strategic 
Air Forces pounded away at com- 
munications over the Alps and in 
Northern 
Italy. 
With opposing 


ground forces so nearly equal in 
strength, 
the Air Forces repre- 
sented our 
margin pf advantage 


and 
made the maintenance of 
German forces in Northern Italy 
most difficult while our own was 
unmolested. In 
addition, Italy- 
based aircraft assisted the Yugo- 
slav patriots. Closely 
coordinated 
with the attacks staged from Brit- 
ain, the Strategic Air Forces struck 
heavy blows at oil and rail targets 
in Austria and southern Germany 
averaging 
weekly bombings of 
nearly 4,000 tons.

During the withdrawal of troops 


for ANVIL, one American divis- 
ion, 
the 91st, had arrived to re- 


inforce the Fifth Army. On 
15 
September a 
combat • team 
of 


the Brazilian Expeditionary Force 
moved into the Fifth Army line 
in the Valley of the' Serchio River. 
Before the end of autumn the en- 
tire Brazilian division was in the 
line. -During this same period one 
of the Army's two Negro divi- 
sions, the 92nd, which had reached 
Itnly during the late summer and 
fall, was assigned to the IV Corps. 


The advances had brought Gen^ 
eral Alexander's Allied armies up 
against 
the "Gothic Line," an 
elaborate transpeninsular defense 
system which the 
Germans had 
oeen preparing since early in the 
year. Despite the heavy diversion 
of troops to other theaters it was 
decided to launch another gen-

attacked northwest from Rimini.

After a week of heavy fighting 


our troops broke inito the Po' Val- 
ley and entered Bologna from the 
west and south. At the same time, 
Polish forces of the Eighth Army 
entered the city 
from the east. 
The Fifth Army columns beyond 
the city swept up the great high 
way leading'to Piacenza—- the an 
cient Via Emilia—and, by-passing 
Modena to the east, drove toward 
the Po south of Mantua. Pursuing 
the disorganized 
enemy to the 
river, brideheads were 
quickly 
established across the'Po on 23 
April. The Eighth Army met de- 
termined resistance in ;Ferrara, but 
by the 25th had crossed the Po in 
force. On the same day, our forces 
on the Ligurian Coast captured 
La Spezia with its naval base. The 
German armies were virtually de- 
stroyed south of the Po, the bulk 
of their equipment being either 
destroyed or abandoned. 


The final week of the 
war in 


Italy .brought 
wide 
advances 


throughout northern Italy. Bridg- 
ing many rivers that flow south 
From the the Alps, the Eighth Army 
swept northeast along the Adri- 
atic coastal plain, liberated Padua, 
Venice, and Treviso. While Fifth 
Army 
infantry and 
mountain 
.roops drove into the- foothills of 
the Alps along the Brenner route, 
other armored columns 
and mo- 


.orized infantry raced up the val- 
ley of the Po and by 29 April had 
reached the great city of Milan. 


On every side effective support 


was 
received from the Italian 
patriots. After seizing Geneo, our 
Ligurian 
forces drove 
beyond 


Savona to make contact with the 
French. Advance elements of the 
442nd Japanese-American regiment 
reached Turin,. Resistance col- 
lapsed 
everywhere; 
more than 


160,000 prisoners were taken by 
the Allied armies. By the first of 
May Eighth Army troops advanc- 
ing on Trieste had made contact 
with Yugoslav partisans at Mon- 
falcone. On 2 May -1945 the com- 
mander of the German armies in 
Northern Italy found it impossible 
to 
continue the bloody struggle 
and capitulated. 


The Italian triumph is a striking 
demonstration of the solidarity of 
the United Nations. Fighting under 
the 
Fifteenth Army Group, at 
some time during the Italian cam- 
paign, 
were Americans,. British, 
Canadians, French, New Zealand- 
ers, South Africans, Poles, Indians, 
Brazilians. Italians, Greeks, Mo- 
roccans. Algerians, Arabs, Goums, 
Senegalese, and a brigade of Jew- 
ish, soldiers.

It irked me no end to hear peo- 
ple referring lo elevators as lifts, 
or when a salesman was referred 
to as a "dark"

of a 
"clerk." It made me mad because 
Englishment didn't drink water for 
breakfast and it never was served 
to me unless I insisted. In short 
I thought the English were a very 
strange and backward people. 
Then.gradually.it dawned on me 
that "elevator" sounded 
just . as 
strange to English dfars as "lift" 
did -to mine, and that" the machine 
went up and down just the same, 
no matter-what you called it. And 
it ,was really illuminating 
when 
Philip Gibbs (Now Sir Philip), the 
famous 
writer, 
remarked 
to 
me over the breakfast table as I 
quaffed my water: 
. .' - 


"Mac, ;it makes me positively ill 
to see you linking that filthy cold 
stuff for breakfast." 
.Small things to get mad about, 
you say, ;a"nd you're right. But'my 
experience of. 30 years in foreign 
service of the Associated Press is 
that it's these little errors in judg- 
ment which breed the big ones. It's 
because individuals don't 
under- 
stand'. one anolher ^that 
govern- 
ments fall out. Real and sympathe- 
tic Understanding removes these 
dangers.

•the'^peace of the world depends on 
mutual acquaintance of the various 
peoples. In no other Way can we 
make peace stick. 
That's not an original idea with

Associat- 
ed Press. "KC" believes that as 
things stand acquaintance best can 
be achieved through the publica- 
tion 
of 
thoroughly 
humanized 
news, objectively reported by un- 
derstanding men. My long exper- 
ience in the foreign field has made 
me certain that he is right. 


Of course, it would be grand if 
all you good folk could go along 
with me in person as well as in 
spirit and see things for yourself 
But since you can't, I'm going to 
do my best to move you across the 
seas and into the inner circles. We 
shall see not only the hourly-burly 
of lufe but shall sit by the fire- 
sides of the homes and talk about 
the little things which really are so 
important.'

U. S. Active in 
United Nations

Washington, Nov. 20 —(/P)— The 


Connally-Vandcnbcrg team 
which 
helped frame Ihe Uniled Nations 
Charter paired up again today to 
drive for Senate approval of a bill 
to make this country an 
active 
member. 


Senator Tom Connally (D-Tcx), 


chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Commitlee, recalled Ihc 89-lo-2 vole 
by which Ihe Senate ratified the 
Uniled Nalions Charter last July. 
While he did not permit himself 
to hope lor quite the same major- 
ity on the enabling legislation called 
up loday, he estimated lo report- 
ers lhal no more lhan 12 or 15 
senators would vote "no" on the 
final roll-call. 


Sonnlor Arthur Vandcnborg (R- 


Mich), who worked with Connally 
at the San Francisco Conference 
last spring, offered his help in 
pushing the current ;bill through, 
.yu.ndeiibcrg :QS ghuirman- of - the 
cb'nfcrehcc ofueptibFican senators 
is a powerful force on his side of 
the aisle. 
The-bill spells out in detail the 
mechanics of this country's parti- 
cipation in the peace preserving 
organization. 


Us core is a section empower- 


ing the president to make availa- 
ble a quota of American troops to 
the Security Council, for use witli 
armed forces assigned by 
other 
nations, lo put clown aggression. 
The size of the American 
quota 


would be established later by Con- 
gress. 


In addition, the bill spells 
out 


how this nation 
shall 
cooperate 


with others 
in measures short of 
armed force, such as economic and 
diplomatic sanctions. 


It provides for appointment of a 


United States rcpresenlative on the 
Security Council and to deputy rep- 
resentative, both to be confirmed 
by Ihc Senalc. Other officials would 
bo named as rcpresenlatives in Ihc 
general assembly. All would act in 
accordance wilh instructions from 
the president, who would be 
re- 


quired to report regularly to Con- 
gress.

ward R. Stetlinius, Jr., is in line: 
for Ihc Security Council post. 


The 
administration 
reportedly 


was hopeful of getting Ihe bill on 
ils way to Ihc House in two days 
despite indications Hint there will 
be a lot of talk in the Senate.
